of sealing No. 9 mine, where 78

trapped 
for 
more than a week, was complet­ 
ed early today. 
There were no incidents but 
the company warned of a dan­ 
ger of still more explosions, 
which have rocked the sprawl­ 
ing mine periodically. 
The completion of sealing of 
the mine, owned by Consolida­ 
tion 
subsidiary 
Mountaineer 
Coal Co., came after Consolida­ 
tion President John Col’cor an 
announced the decision Friday 
night. 
Tile Mod’s Run shaft in the 
mine had been filled earlier 
with 
crushed 
limestone. 
The 
Atha’s portal and Mahan Run 
shaft were sealed with massive 
fabricated steel and concrete 
caps. 
The main mine entrance, the 
Llewellyn portal, was filled with 
(crushed limestone and the main 
slope was boarded with heavy 
timbers and sealed with plastic.

cautiously optimistic that the 
seals would control the fire, 
which began early Nov. 20 when 
a thundering explosion roared 
through No. 9, trapped the 78 
men.

Means Committee, who has said 
that if there is no change in the 
Vietnam war during the next 
few months Congress will have 
to continue the surtax. 
At the same time, Byrnes said 
that if the shooting aspect of the 
war is pretty well resolved by 
January or February, ait would 
be possible to eliminate the sur­ 
tax or to make changes such as 
reducing it by 5 per cent. 
Ford said he is reasonably op 
timistic about the chances of 
passage of Nixon’s legislative 
program.

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Long Strike Creates Regional^ Dismay 
Copper Country Fearful 
Of Future Of Its Mining 


By JEA N WORTH 
The long strike at the Calu­ 
met Division of Calumet & Hec­ 
la, Inc., has created fears about 
the future of copper mining 
there. It is the basic industry 
which created the Copper Coun­ 
try’s economy, gave it a period 
of tremendous boom and pros­ 
perity and then suffered a long 
decline. 
Farther west, in Ontonagon 
County, there’s prosperity again 
in the White Pine operations 
of Copper Range Co., where 
copper ore is being mined. 
But in the old mass copper 
deep mine operations of Calu­ 
met & Hecla there is a strike 
that has idled 1,000 workers 
since Aug. 21. This week gov­ 
ernment mediators announced 
that negotiations between the 
company and the United Steel­ 
workers had been adjourned 
altar the latest effort to reach 
an agreement. 
Marginal Operation 
The federal mediator said that 
there’d be another effort at 
agreement later on, but after 
three months any help that at­ 
trition can give has been felt 
and 
the 
continuing 
impasse 
suggests that there’s more than 
an adjustment between com­ 
pany offer and union demands 
to be made; that there’s a basic 
problem to be solved. 
The Copper 
Country 
itself 
lives in fear that the mass cop­ 
per mining operation of C&H 
is marginal and that only the 
United Steelworkers can settle 
the strike by going along with 
what the union regards as less 
than an acceptable wage for 
copper mining today, in order 
to keep the operation alive. 
The decision for the union 
seems complicated by factors 
which 
aren’t 
economic, 
but 


concerned with its appeal to 
[ its membership, like loss of 
I seniority for senior workers. 
The union cites that janitors in 


I some of C&H’s other divisions 
make more than miners in the 
Calumet Division. 
The union rejected a com­ 
pany offer of a three year con- 
! tract to give annual across the 
board wage increases of 25, IO 
and 20 cents an hour and other 
benefits. Wages ranged from 
$2.12 to $2.57^ hourly when 
the strike started. 
The company described its 
offer as the best it had ever 
made. 
Calumet Division is the ori­ 
ginal division of Calumet & 
Hecla, Inc., the former giant of 
copper mining in the Copper 
| Country. 
While 
White 
Pine 
I Copper Co., a wholly owned 
subsidiary of Copper Range, is 
a much larger miner and em­ 
ployer, it is not in the Kewee­ 
naw Country where C&H has 
three mines and stamp mills 
and smelters and is the largest 
employer. 
In Conglomerate 
Except for Michigan Techno­ 
logical University at Houghton, 
there is not another employer 
in Houghton County with more 
I than IOO persons on the pay­ 
roll. It is this dependency that 
makes 
strike 
settlement 
so 
necessary and continued opera­ 
tions of the mines and mills so 
vital to the economy. 
If Calumet Division were a 
single industrial entity, that 
would be one thing, but it has 
until recently been a division of 
a large corporation, some of 
whose other divisions are more 
profitable. And C&H itself is 
now part of Universal Oil Pro­ 
ducts Co. of Aurora, 111., a con­ 
glomerate with varied manu­ 


facturing interests. Calumet Di­ 
vision is its only mining prop­ 
erty and this non-conforming 
status raises fears which are 
greatly enlarged by the troubled 
condition of the copper indus­ 
try segment in which Calumet 
Division operates.

Warning To Whites 


Some months ago this newspaper reported 
the thesis of Gunnar Myrdal* the Swedish econ­ 
omist and sociologist, in his “Asian Drama” that 
there is a “North-South Gap” which keeps two- 
thirds of the world’s peoples in preindustrial 
poverty. It was suggested t h a t climate has 
stro n g ly influenced this result, keeping the warm 
world people in agrarian want. 
Not so, says Peter F. Drucker, a manage­ 
ment consultant, in his forthcoming book, “The 
Age of Discontinuity,” w hich is previewed in the 
current Harper’s Magazine in an article “A Warn­ 
ing to the Rich White World.” 
Like everything from Drucker, it is a very 
stimulating piece and deserves wide readership.

Answering Myrdal. Drucker says that the 
Chinese, the largest people in the un-industrial- 
ized world, are northerners all, so what is this 
bit about industrial backwardness being equated 
with the equator? All India lies north of the 
eouator and the greatest part of the Indian peo­ 
ple live north of the tropics. Every population 
center in Latin America lies climatically in the 
temperate zone. 
So what’s the explanation if it isn’t climate? 
Everj* single rich nation in the world, except 
Japan, says Drucker, is white. All the world’s 
poor nations except Latin America, are colored. 
And even within Latin America the cleavages 
are largely racial.

Drucker's point is home out in the United 
States, where the poor are predominantly Negro. 
Die American Negro problem is, he says, the 
most dangerous example of the worldwide prob­ 
lem of colored people in w*ant, but this is an 
oversimplification because our Negroes need and 
want much more than just more money. 
If it were only wealth lacking, America’s 
black ghettos would be no problem, suggests 
Drucker. Black Harlem is one of the world’s 
wealthiest communities and certainly the richest 
af all Negro communities in the world. Across 
the nation three-fifths of American Negro fam­ 
ilies are above the poverty line of $3,500 a year 
income. What makes Harlem and the other 
black ghettos sloughs of despair is their stagna­ 
tion and feeling of impotency.

In suggesting that the newest and greatest 
threat in the world today may be w*ar of the 
poor, colored people against the rich, white peo­ 
ple, Drucker reminds the rich whites that there 
is a greater disparity between the rich and the 
poor than ever before. Die world has been di­ 
vided into nations that have learned how* to 
manage technology* to create wealth, and the na­ 
tions that have not.

No country' has developed Into a wealthy*, 
advanced industrial nation since World War I, 
more than 50 .vears ago, although between 1860 
and 1910 a new major industrial nation emerged 
every 20 years or so. Development can no longer 
be financed by agriculture, says Drucker. 
Agriculture is now* the most technologically 
advanced and most industrialized of basic in­ 
dustries in the advanced countries (excepting 
Russia). Productivity in farming far outruns the 
differentials in manufacturing in the advanced 
countries.

The reader will do well not to be overim­ 
pressed by any single theoretical cause of a thing 
as complex as widespread poverty, but Drucker 
hits the bullseye with his suggestion that “When­ 
ever we face the problem of poverty, whether 
domestic or international, our first impulse is to 
solve it through distributing wealth. Unfortun­ 
ately, there is not enough wealth around to get 
us anything except disillusionment. 
“To raise per person income everywhere in 
the world to $1,000 a year — still less than one 
third of the United States figure — would re­ 
quire $1.4 thousand billion a year. That’s more 
than the total annual income of all the developed 
nations of the globe and more than 200 times 
as much as has ever been spent in any one year. 
“We can only stimulate,” said Drucker, and 
he warns that aid flows to problems rather than 
opportunities, to where the needs are greatest 
and the results are least. We may h a v e the 
goc^ feeling that our giving is generous but it 
isn’t very* effective.

More Freshmen 
After two years of modest Increases, fresh­ 
men enrollments in America’s colleges and uni­ 
versities may show* a sharp rise this year — as 
much as 8 or IO per cent, or 1.8 million new stu­ 
dents, bringing the total number of students reg­ 
istered for credit to more than 7 million. 
This is the estimate of the University of 
Cincinnati, based on an early survey preliminary 
to its 49th annual report on college enrollment. 
The freshman surge, however, is not due to 
the post-World War II baby boom, which has al­ 
ready* reached the groves of academe. The 18- 
year-olds in the country number only slightly 
more than last year, sa.vs Dr. Garland O. Parker, 
U of C provost for admissions and a national 
authority* on collegiate statistics.

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Science Seeks Answer To 
Mystery Of Indian Art 


By CLINT DUNATHAN 
The mystery of the Burnt 
Bluff “Indian paintings'’ —- the 
only pictures on stone of their 
kind in Michigan — are a con­ 
tinuing challenge to archaeo­ 
logists and an intriguing puzzle 
to tourists. 
How long ago 
were 
they 
painted? 
Who 
painted them? 
What is their meaning? 
The answers 
to 
these and 
other questions are found at 
least in part in a report of the 
latest 
researches 
by archae­ 
ologists, assembled by Dr. James 
E. Fitting and published by the 
University of Michigan under 
the title “The Prehistory of the 
Burnt Bluff Area.’’ 
Began In 1963 
In his preface to the an­ 
thropological papers, Dr. Fit­ 
ting writes: 
“Cliffs and 
caves 
hold 
a 
strange fascination 
for 
small 
boys and archaeologists. They 
are dangerous 
and 
hold the 
promise of adventure. Treasure 
may be found within them; but 
it is here that the two groups 
part. 
“While archaeologists would 
not turn down Captain Kidd’s 
treasure, the simple cultural 
elements of past peoples which 
he seeks are nowhere near as 
exciting to small boys; ar are 
they?” 
Field work at the caves on 
the Henry Lang property at the 
south end of the Garden Pen­ 
insula, where Burnt Bluff rises 
a sheer 200 feet above the wat­ 
er level, was begun in 1963 in 
field work carried out by the 
U. of M. Museum on Anthropol­ 
ogy- 
Many Contributors 
The southern Garden Penin­ 
sula, particularly Burnt Bluff 
with its caves, cliffs and rock 
paintings, has long fascinated 
those Americans 
“who 
have 
stood in awe at the works of 
both nature 
and 
the peoples 
who preceded them,” 
Fitting 
notes. 
Carved dates and initials on 
the wails of the caves indicate 
visitors have been there for a 
century 
or 
more. 
Now the 
caves have been opened to the 
public and made accessible by 
their owner, Henry Lang. They 
are “a major attraction for the 
region.” 
I he first professional recogni­ 
tion of tile painting* was in 
J925 but they were not includ­ 
ed in the 1931 Archaeological 
Atlas of Michigan. There was 
blasting of the rock bluff in a 
nearby location about 1958 but 
the caves and paintings were 
unharmed.

SAULT STE. MARIE — Eco­ 
nomics and changing methods 
of education have altered the 
role of Michigan State Univer­ 
sity’s Dunbar Experiment Sta­ 
tion at the mouth of the Char­ 
lotte River, 17 miles southeast 
of Sault Ste. Marie. Now in its 
48th year of operation, the sta­ 
tion continues important for­ 
estry research work. 
The 5,700 acre station on the 
St. Marys River had a four- 
function purpose until a few 
years ago. These included a tree 
nursery, summer forestry and 
engineering camp for MSU stu­ 
dents, demonstration forest plots 
and a forestry experiment sta­ 
tion. 
The nursery closed in 1960, so 
as not to be competitive with 
private businesses of this na­ 
ture, and in 1966, because of 
a change in the philosophy of 
teaching, the summer student 
camp was discontinued. “How­ 
ever, our forest demonstration 
work continued and our chief 
endeavor is in forest experi­ 
mentation,” says Maurice Day, 
assistant professor of forestry 
| and superintendent of that sta- 
! tion. 
Methods C hange 
Day says that the camp fa- 
| chilies which provide a large 
' number of cabins as housing for 
about IOO students and a mod­ 
ern kitchen and dining hall are 
1 being maintained in top condi- 
! tion, even though they have not 
been in use fca* the past two 
years. 
“There has been a change in 
I philosophy of teaching practical

DETROIT (AP)—Auto manu­ 
facturers paused briefly for the 
Thanksgiving Day holiday and 
then 
scheduled 
considerable 
overtime for Saturday to keep 
up with continuing heavy de­ 
mand for new cals.

government report blaming Chi­ 
cago police for the bloodshed 
that marred the Democratic Na­ 
tional Convention was welcomed 
today by people who were on 
both sides of the epic August 
street battles. 
One somewhat unusual reac­ 
tion came, however, from the 
Government 
Printing 
Office 
which refused to reproduce it 
without deletion of an obscene 
four-letter word that appears 82 
times. 
“Over-all it Is an excellent 
study,” 
said 
Chicago 
Mayor 
Richard J. Daley, who commis­ 
sioned his own national televi­ 
sion report shortly after the con­ 
vention to defend his city and its 
policemen. 
One of the leaders of the anti­ 
war protestors—whom the re­ 
port says were the victims of 
mindless, unrestrained and in­ 
discriminate 
police 
violence- 
said it had “some gratifying as­ 
pects.” 
Suspend Some 
Daley said the bulk of the Chi­ 
cago police force reacted with 
responsibility during the five 
August nights of disorder in 
darkened parks and downtown 


streets. He said some policemen 
have been suspended for their 
part in the violence and still oth­ 
ers face dismissal 
A special task force compiled 
the report—an almost blow-by- 
blow account of the ferocity of 
the battles and the fever of the 
protests—for 
the 
President’s 
commission on violence, which 
made it public without com­ 
ment. 
The White House was silent 
on its reaction to the report. 
The task force said some po­ 
lice struck down innocent by­ 
standers and peaceful protes­ 
tors as well as taunting antiwar 
antagonists. 
“To be 9iire, demonstrators 
threw things at policemen and 
at police cars.” the report said, 
“but the weight of violence was 
overwhelming on the 9ide of the 
police.” 
Chased With Clubs 
More than 10,000 demonstra­ 
tors—actually outnumbered by 
the police force and National 
Guardsmen—converged on Chi­ 
cago for the week of wild brawl­ 
ing that erupted, ironically, out 
cif a protest for peace. 
The report said the demon­ 
strators showered police with 


❖ obscenity, with beer cans, with 
chunks of concrete and ping 
pong balls studded with nails. 
One policeman was offered a 
sandwich filled with excrement, 
others were targets for sacks of 
human waste, the report said. 
The response, said the report, 
“was unrestrained and indis­ 
criminate police violence.” 
“That violence,” it said, “ was 
made all the more shocking by 
the fact that it was often inflict­ 
ed upon persons who had broken 
no law, disobeyed no order, 
made no threat.” 
Newsmen were singled out by 
cursing policemen and clubbed 
to 
the 
ground, 
the 
report 
charged. Casual onlookers and 
innocent residents were caught 
in the orgy of anger, it said. 
The violence began as police 
evicted demonstrators from a 
lakeside park on the first nights 
of the convention and chased 
them with clubs through the 
streets of a night club area in 
what the report said “can only 
be called a police riot.” 
It came to a climax as police 
beat back thousands of demon­ 
strators 
besieging 
the candi­ 
dates’ downtown hotel on the 
night of the nomination while a 


shocked world watched on tele­ 
vision. 
Not One-Way Battle 
“There is little doubt,” the 
report said again, “the prepon­ 
derance of violence came from 
the police.” 
But it adds, “ It was not e.v 
tirely a one-way battle.” 
Balding pacifist David Dellin­ 
ger. leader of the peace pro­ 
tests, said in New York Sunday 
that the report has “ some grati­ 
fying aspects.” But, he insisted, 
it “overemphasizes the provoca­ 
tions on the part of the demon­ 
strators.” 
Dellinger is among five top 
figures in the Chicago disorders 
under subpoena to testify as a 
House Un-American Activities 
subcommittee resumes its hear­ 
ings today on the convention 
clashes. 
Rep. Richard Irhord, D-Mo., 
subcommittee 
chairman, 
has 
said earlier hearings uncovered 
a number of known Communists 
involved in the protests. But the 
task force report said that while 
Communists were present at al­ 
most all stages, “none of them 
ever had much direct influence” 
on the planning or the actual 
clashes. 


The report concludes the po­ 
lice involved in the violence 
were a minority of Chicago’s 
12,000-man force, but it says the 
taint falls on all. 
“There has been no public 
condemnation of these violators 
of sound police procedures and 
common decency by either their 
commanding officers or city of­ 
ficials,” the report charged. 
“Nor.” it added “has any dis­ 
ciplinary 
action 
been 
taken 
against 
mast of them. That 
some policemen lost control of 
I themselves 
under exceed ingly 
provocative circumstances can 
perhaps be understood, but not 
condoned.” 
The study said if no action is 
taken against the police, then 
other officers who did act with 
responsibility will be discour­ 
aged. 
It 
warns, 
“Although 
the 
crowd* were finally dispelled on 
the nights of violence in Chica­ 
go, the problems they represent 
have not been. 
“Surely this is not the last 
time that a violent dissenting 
group will clash head-on with 
those whose duty it is to enforce 
the law. And the next time the 


whole world will still be watch­ 
ing.” 
The task force made no re­ 
commendations in its report— 
that is expected to be the job of 
the full 13-man violence com­ 
mission headed by Dr. Milton S. 
Eisenhower. 
The commission is due to go 
into seclusion at a Washington 
hotel next weekend to begin 
writing its full report to Presi­ 
dent Johnson on the wide range 
of violence in America. 
In the blur of the battle, even 
the final number of injured re­ 
mains uncertain in the report. 
It counts 192 policemen hurt, 
49 of them hospitalized 
On the other side. 101 demon­ 
strators were hospitalized and 
the 
protesters’ 
own 
medical 
teams 
estimated—^without 
full 
records—more than 1,000 others 
were treated for tear gas or in­ 
juries. 
Among the other victims were 
63 newsmen attacked and beat­ 
en by police. 
The report said police singled 
out reporters and cameramen

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (A) — 
All too many Americans are en­ 
dangering their health through 
dissipation while laboring under 
the illusion that miracles of 
medicine alone will keep them 
well, some leaders of organized 
medicine report. 
The Board of Trustee* of the 
American Medical Association, 
in a special reixxrt to the AMA’s 
22nd clinical convention Sunday, 
sa id: 
“Our affluence has reduced 
physical exertion and increased 
overeating, 
excess 
drinking, 
smoking, late hours and drug 
consumption. 
“Advice of the physician is 
too often ignored and slighted. 
The sense of well being result­ 
ing from our progress leads 
many people to assume that , ill­ 


ness cannot strike them, or that* 
cures are to be taken for grant­ 
ed.” 
The boa id made the com­ 
ments 
in urging the nation’s 
doctors to “educate the Ameri­ 
can people to the growing role 
of the individual in the delivery 
of health care.” 
The 
report 
added: 
“ While 
much progress has been made 
in overcoming many 
historic 
plagues of mankind, we find 
more and more illness due, at 
least in part, to abuse and neg­ 
lect by the individual himself.” 


In a kindred vein, Dr. Dwight 
L. Wilbur of San Francisco, 
president of the AMA, declared 
in his presidential address to 
the 
policy-making 
house 
of 
Delegates 
that 
millions 
of 


Americans 
falsely 
“assume 
there are easy ways to stay well 
and youthful looking.” 
“The human being,” he said, 
“remains the complex, finely 
tuned, vulnerable body each of 
us inherits; but millions resist 
the arduous and disciplinary re­ 
quirements of really caring tor 
it. 
“instead, they turn, among 
other things, to diet fads, patent 
medicines, a countless variety 
of pills, tobacco and alcohol, of­ 
ten instant and inadequate exer­ 
cise and quacks.” 


On another subject, Wilbur 
urged physicians to maintain 
“effective self-discipline” as re­ 
gards fees charged to patients, 
as one way to help cope with the 
“rising cj®t of health care.”
